Annual Report (1923-24) 

1 held the charge of the office of the Agricultural Engineer to Bombay 
Government durmg the yeai under report 

The activities of the Department were not solely devoted to advisory 
and research woik as anticipated last year as there was a considerable 
increase in the e'^eci’tive woik which look up most of the tune o1 the staff 
and consequently the research work in connection with the modification 
of unplements and Agricultural Machmeryj the survey of pumping sites 
on risers for fanime purposes and periodical inspeclion of Agiicultuial 
Machinery belonging to the Department has suffered In the c ircuin- 
stances I was unable to visit Sind during the year and continue my 
mvestigatione of last yeai 

The work actiwll) done is summarised in biief aa under — 

Modifications of Machines — A locally made Wmnower from the J algaon 
Earm sent by the Deputy Director of Agriculture for various improve- 
ments, has been taken in hand in order to reduce the dnving power 
required, replace the tooth wheel gearing w ith a better and more clfic lent 
substitute, re arrange the shalung of the riddles and reduce the teriible 
noise now produced to a minimum The tooth gear has been entirely 
done away with and a roller chain gearing having pitch witli necessary 
sprockets, bearing and a new shaft have been substituted to reduce the 
friction and the power to a mimmum The fan spindle bearing liavt 
been replaced with temporarv roller bearings made at the shops and 
the spindle machined wherever necessary together with the beaiings 
of main driving shaft 

The riddle arrangement is m progress and it is expected to be completed 
for a final test withm a couple of months tune There has been also a 
great necessity of a suitable seed drill box for sowing Jwar A box 
suitable for the purpose have been newly made and is under tost for 
further modifications 

Resource in case of Breakdown — ^The crusher at Manjri broke down 
during the crushing season which took up much time to put it m working 
order While it was under repairs a combined cane crushing plant 
consisting of a B H P Blackstone Cmde Oil Engine and a No 92 Chat- 
tanooga cane crusher had to be temporarily removed to Manjri, fixed .ind 
run there until the farm crusher was repaired 

Mr S V Supnekar who has had a pumping installation set up on the river 

Koyna at Supna, District Satai a, through this department approached us 
for help at tke eleventh hour to put his engme right and save his crops 
On inspection it was found that the engine required considerable repairs 
which were not possible m so short a time A suitable engine had to be 
therefore sent to him on hue and fixed at his site to save the situation 

Mr M B MohiteofSatara also came with the same difficulty when the 

cylinder of bis engme cracked rendering the engine useless for work until 
it was replaced A Noria had to be sent to hnn on hire to save his crops 
until the engme was put right

Mr Kuber of Bahivadi also fell in tiie same plight when his engine broke 
down which had to be substituted with o e o± the famine sets in order to 
save his crops until his engine was thoioughly repaued and erected on a 
new foundation 

Owing to the failure of rains the number of enquiries for pumping 
crushing and other Agricultural Marhmes has fallen consideiably Out 
of 107 enquuies 12 were for power pumping, 4‘) for boring, 2 for cane 
cniBlimg, 10 for motor plugl mg, 62 tor admi‘-sion in the oil engine class 
and 12 for general work Of the pumping enquiries 2 were of a very 
compheated nature requiring heavy initml outlay and consequently 
Messrs Wale hand and Co of Bombay, promote] of one of them, had to 
give up the ide 1 tor the present as it was not a feasible proposition 
Mr NarottaiiiMorar]! promoter of the second, is likely to go infoi ajilant 
but nothing has yet been heaid fiom him definitely One of the 
inquiry tioni Sind from the Court of Wards has recently matured and I 
have at piesent in hand woiking dramng for the installation in question 

The Chharodi Government Parm was for a long time badly m need of a 
powei plant for supplving water to the cattle as there was much scarcity 
and difficulty of good drinking water m the whole area during a hot 
weather A couple of bores were specially taken in the well close to the 
office and bungalow foi a copious supply of freshwater and the well neat 
the office was found to be more convenient and possessing several 
facilities for a power plant Accordingly plans for a suitable power 
plant capable of dehvering water to the several byres through an elevated 
tank were made, the plant purchased and erected 

There are also some machmes such as ILnsilage Cutter, Grmdmg Mill 
Engine, Countershaft, etc , to he fixed on the Banlcapur Earm and this 
work has been taken in hand with the help of the Mechanical Assistant 
from the Southern Division 

Two combined self-contamed cane orushmg plants, one consisting of 
6 5 B H P Blaokstono oil engine and No 44 Chhattanooga Crusher, 
and another of a 16 B H P Blackstone Crude Oil Engine and No 92 
Chhattanooga cane crusher complete with Juice Pump, megasee carrier, 
etc , mounted on special girder frame requirmg no foundation have been 
worked loi the South Central Division during the crushing season as per 
Government G E E D No 6122 of 30th November 1922 issued 
on the recommendations of the sugarcane committee The plants, 
however, are found to be too small m size as they do not deal with 1 ton 
of cane individually per hour Bigger units have therefore to he re- 
commended and if their purpose is sanctioned we shall be able to obtain 
more valuable data regarding crushing of cane 

The trials of the 15 27 Case Tractor m Khandesh were contmued this 
working season and the tackle has ploughed about 144 acres and 16 
gunthas of cultivator’s lands to the end of May last at Bs 10 per acre 
realising about 1,444-0 0 although the chaiges are not yet recovered 

These machines require continued and eidiaustive trials in order to 
•enable us to say something defimte about then efficiency and use when 
compared with bullock powers 
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There is again the trouble of getting trained men to handle the‘^e 
machines as it is entuelv new to this country and the men will have to 
be trained along with the continued trials until then advantage over 
bullock power is well established and widely spread and seveial people 
go m foi them under normal oonditions The machines under tiial u et 
with numeious breakage during the trials on account of unsuitable tondi 
tions ind raw men There is not a very hig demand lor such machines 
at the moment and consequently the spaie part service is very poor 
compelling us to stop the operation with a slight bieakage until the bi oken 
part IS leplaced either by malung it at one of the big engineering shojis 
or importing it from the makeis through the agents 
Continued exhaustive tests are the onlj solutions to solve the above 
difficult es and enable us to form a defimte opinion about the ut ility of 
these machines for the cultivators m general and with this view in 
mind Government have recently been pleased to sanction another tiaitor 
for trials in South Gujarat and when this is set in action along with the 
Fordson now at Chharodi in North Gujarat and the 16 27 Case again 
in F’h aiideHh we shall be able to obtain valuable data about their per- 
formance 

The Steam Plough at Savnur was not working duimgthe last fan season 
as Sardai Mahaboobalikhan withdrew his ofLer to take it on hire owing to 
failure of rain and scarcity of water 
Funds were again available for the completion of the Fodder Baling 
and Bruising Plant at Karajgi during the year under report and accoid- 
mgly the two hydraul c presses the Bruiser with elevator, Keith fan, 
platform, etc , the countershaft, the Fourthrow Hydraulic Pump, tlic 
engine, etc , were erected on their respective positions, the fencing foi 
the whole yard completed with gates and an overbridge at the mam 
entrance, the tiam line laid all over the yard, for transport purposes, 
the frame work of the two sheds pamted and the flooring of the big storage 
shed and the macluneiy shed finished m lune concrete 

The plant will he tned withm a couple of months time and it is antic i- 
pated that regular work of pressing bruised Kirbi wil be started from the 
middle of November next it the rains are favourable 
During the year under report there were only three pumping plants 
on hire to cultivators for irrigation purposes out of which two will he 
shortly returned and brought hack to Poona owing to the parties failure 
to pay the hire charges Bs 2,265-2-6 have been reahsed in the way of 
hue noluding Es 1,073-8 0 as old recoveries 

Alo f w th the mquu es for the pumping plants on hue for irrigation 
purposes there are good many demands from agriculturists for emptying 
wel B with power plants for sinking or deepemng purposes They are 
lequu d generally for a very short duration and the expenses duo to 
foundation and reaction are useless to the party after the work is com- 
pleted We have a very inadequate number of plants for this purpose 
and it 18 a matter for consideration whether such applications should be 
entertained for all and sundry 

The pumping plant at Nangaon on the nver BLima m Poona District 
irrigated about 79 31 acres or Peiremal crops 91-2 acres of khanf and 
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164 14 of Rabi lealisiug a total revenue of Rs 4 272-10-0 during the -year 
under repoit This amount does not cover the actual expenditure 
incurred as the water is given t o the cultivatois on special concession rates 
A scheme is undei consideiation of increasing the water charges so as to 
cover the total runmng charges and handmg over the distribution of 
water to a co-operative society and we shall be able to know something 
definite about its feasibility during the next year 

In addition to scrutiny and purchase of all stores and othei equipments 
for the territorial officers and genera advice in boring matters including 
purchase of new machmes, removal of accidents, etc to the divisions, 
individual inquiries and Local Boartha, the department has converted one 
hand power Musto Patent Bonng Machine into a power unit for the South 
Cential Divwon and inspected the boring mac hine s in the Southern 
Division, and North Central Division Three bore holes m a well at 
Wakora in Thana Distiiot were torpedoed with five charges with a view 
to open up the hshers underneath and tap more quantity of water The 
result was not so very disappointing as the water level in the weU was 
raised by 9 inches 

The oil engme class tramed 22 cultivator students in the runmng of 
oil engines and pumps 

In general there were varied sorts of activities m the Department 
throughout the year m which preparation of famine sets and the over- 
hauling and gettmg ready of the old Rowlei and Wyles motor plough for 
further trials were mcluded 

The staft has been all along very satisfactory and most willmg and 
enthusiastic

I itive Societies for some time past A joint note on the subject 
prepared by the Eegi.trar of Oo-opeiativc Societies and thi Director of 
Agriculture, was di‘ cussed at the last meeting of the Provincial Bo iid of 
Agiiculture held in August 1921 The Government of Bombay (Trans- 
foired Departments) art pleased to piss the following orders 

1 Six Division il Boards w* 11 be constituted for the following 
divisions — 

(a) Smd 

(f>) Gujarat, 

(c) JShaudesh and Nasik, 

(d) Deccan, 

(e) Southern Maratha Country, 

(/) Konkan 

Each Boardis to consist of two officials and four non officials, two of whom 
shall represent the co-operative movement and two shall be representa 
tives of agriculture 

The Chairman of each Board will ordinarily bo the Senior Official for 
the time being, who w ill be lesponsible for calling meetings a nd conducting 
correspondence The Chairman shall have a casting vote in case of 
equality 

The Boards will control the portions of the Government grant for loans 
to Agnouitui al Societies now in the charge of the Eegistrar of Co-operative 
Sock ties and of the discretionary grants for propaganda purpose s now 
m the charge of the Director of Agriculture, as distributed by those two 
» officers among the divisions The Boards will also adviso on the applica- 
tion of the policy of the two Departments within the division and will 
have power to call for any information and data required from the 
Assistant Eegistiar or Assistant Regisfajars and the Deputy Diioctoi of 
Agriculture 

The Boards will meet at least once in a quarter, will keep regular pro 
ceedings and will report through the Chairman to the Director of Agnoul- 
tore and the Registrar jointly 

^1 recommendations of the Boards will be considered by the Director 
and the Registrar sitting jointly, and orders on the proceedings or recom- 
mendations of the Boards will be issued by those officers jointly In 
case of disagreement, the matter will ho referred to the Minister for 
decision 
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These Boards will not deal with the research work of the Agiicultural 
Department or the Agncultural College 

2 The propaganda work of the Agricultural Department should 
be, by preference, done in connection with Oo-opcrative Unions, or wheie 
they do not exist with isolated Co-opciative Societies For this 
purpose - 

(а) A list of the Unions and Societies in each Division, with sugges- 
tions for opemngb for work, should he supplied to the Deputy Director 
of Agriculture for the Division concerned, and to the Diiector of 
Agriculture 

(б) A list of the Propaganda Agricultural Officers, and the special 
work they can do, with their range of action hould be supplied to the 
Assi tant Ecgistrar for the Division concerned, and to the Eogistrar 
of Go operative Societies 

(c) The work of the Agricultural Organizers appointed for Co- 
operative work should he controlled by the Director of Agiiculture, 
their pay and travelling allowances being, however, met by the 
Co-operative Depaitment on the certificate of the officer under whom 
they are working Their diaries will be submitted to the Director of 
Agriculture, and thoir appointments should be made on the latter’s 
recommendations The Director of Agriculture will also he respond ible

{d) A report on the work done by the Propaganda staff including 
Agricultural Organisers will be submitted to the Divisional Board by

(e) The primary duty of the organizing members of the Propaganda 
staff will he to encourage co-operative development whenever possible

(f) While the members of the Propaganda staff will, in general 
work through Co operative Unions wherever exi'-ting as the most 
promising means of spreading agncultuia] improvements, yet they will 
not he precluded from giving their services to individuals where this

August 1920, regarding the supply ot Typed copiet in all cases where 
certified copies of Judgments aie given, tiie District Judge has bought 
on the instalment svatem eight type-writing machines for the use of the 
Section writeiB m this Distiict , and m order to raise the money lor paying 
the instalments he has obtained the High Court’s sanction under Section 
41 of the Bombay Civil Courts Act IXIV of 1869) for the levy of fees foi 
English copies at a slightly enhanced rate 

2 The District Judge is therefore pleased to direct that pending fur 
ther orders, fees m the ca'e of English copies applied for on or after 
20tli August 1921, shall be charged at one anna (instead of at nine pies) 
foi every 26 words or a traction thereof Three-fourths of the fee thus 
collected duiing a month shall be distributed amongst the Section-writers 
in the manner mention edm paragraph 3 (iv) Chapter XIII of the Manual 
of High Coiut Civil Circulars and the remainmg one-fourth (which shall 
be called the type ivritei fund) shell be remitted to the Na/n District 
OoiUt on or hetoio the 5th ot every mouth The Navir should keep 
account of this fund and should arrange to pay from it the monthly 
mstalments to the owners of the machines as well as the cost of puioliasmg 
the necessary ty^e writer accessories tor these machmes

4 A.S the work of preparing English copies is very little m the Courts 
at Vadgaon, Talegaoii, and Saaw'ad, it is not possible to supply these 
Courts with machines at present TheDistiut Judge is therefore pleased 
to diiect that all applications for Engbsh i opies received in these Courts 
on and after 20th August 1921 shall after they sre enteied in the pioper 
register be forwarded to the District Court together with the original 
docum^ts of which copies are apphed for , and that the Record Keepei 
m the District Court shall cause th e copies to bo prepared by the Section- 
writers under him. and then transmit those copies with the copying fee 
endorsed thereon together with the appbcations foi the sam e to the Courts 
couoerned The fees foi such copies shall be collected by the Courts 
m which applic^ions for the same are presented, and shall be sent to the

Acquisition Officei.a meeting of the Panchas was held on 22nd Apul 
1924 at Bhatgar, m which it was decided to inspect lands of tvo oi ^ 
tliiee Linda in each village in the five villages named below and lands 
■ft ere act ordmgly inspected in the -villages of Mhashivab, Jiiad, Jogwadi, 
Majgaon, Brahmanghdr and Naihe The information oi ■the same and 
the opmion of -the repieaentatives of the peoiJe is r ommiimcated to the

The lands in the valley area thns divided into seven classes We have 
oui opinion legaiding yields of crops from each of them We are firmly 
of opimon that people should receive compensation for these lands and 
we think that people will be put to unmenBe loss 

If the estimates of yields we have given above for each class requires to 
be verified actually, the crops may be inspected and the yields verified 
next year through Panchas 

Lands in each village should be classified as mentioned above by us 
through Panchas, and the classification of each Survey No should 
be notified m each village so that people will have opportunity to put m 
theu complamts if they have any The reason for this suggestion 
lb that Glenn Patil of Gorad Mhas^vah complamed to the people that 
his land though rice land has been classed as WarLas land There ate 
several complaints of this sort 

In the same way lates of compensation lor laud foi each class as suggest- 
ed by US should be first notified to the people Those who will not con- 
sent to receive compensation at the notified rates, they should be given

charges between the heads " 6 , Land Revenue ” and " 22, General 
Administration ” This accounts for Rs 38,89,979 Of the balance,

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Es 3S,000 for supplies to the Bodygaard aud Rs 12,000 on account of 
travelhng allowances for Ministers for which no pj owion had been made 
The excesses f ould not be b’-oughi to the notice ol the Einance Depart- 
ment la time to obtain supplementary grants during the year PuU 
explanation of the excesses was given to tlie Public Accounts Goinniittee 

(2) 9A, Sohe&uled Taxes — Proviaioa for expenditure m connection 
with the admiiTistration of the Entertainments Duty Act was made 
under the major head “ 7, Stamps ”, but in the final accounts the net 
expenditure of Ee 186 was debit^ by the Accountant General to a new 
major head “ 9A, Scheduled Taxes ” opened undei ordeis ol the Auditor 
General There was, therefore, actually no excess, as the provision 
under " 7, Stamps ” was not utilised 

(3) Superannuation Allowcmces and Pennons — The excess under this 
head was due mainly to two causes, (1) expenditure on commuted value 
of pensions to be paid to other Piovineial Governments, and (2) expen- 
diture on aci,ount ol Exchange, provision for which was made under 
the head “ 40, Exchange ” In die final accounts this expenditure was 
debited to the head Superannuation Allowances and Pensions ” owing

(1) Miscellaneous adjustments between the Central and Fiomrmal 
Governments' — The excess was due to adjustments in the accounts for

(5) Famine Rehef and Inswiance — The statutoiv annual assignment 
of Es 63,00,000 lor Famine Relief and Insurance was piovided in the 
budget as a nou-voted item Under paragraph 3 of schedule lY to the 
Devolution Rules such portion of the annual assignment as is likely to 
be spent during the yeai on famine charges is to be included m the

2 Some of tlie excesses mentioned above weie brought to the notice 
of Government before the close of the year 1922-23, and a statement 
for supplementary giants was actually prepared, but it was subsequently 
decided to get them regularized tlirough the Appropnation Report and 
the Public Accounts Committee The Government of India obtain 
a vote ol then Legislature to cover such excesses, and on the advice of 
the Auditor Geneial, the same procedure is proposed to be followed by 
this Government The formal sanction of the Legislative Council to 
the atoiesaid excesses is accordingly necessary and may be accorded 
In this connection, it may be observed that supplementary grants to

Recommendation No 1 — Country liquor shops m Poona are now closed 
on about 77 days pei year li the Committees’ recommendation were 
accepted they w ould ha\ e to be closed on about 96 days per year The 
closmg of the shops on five consecutive days durmg the festivals of 
Qanpati, Mohurram and Hoh would however cause serious mconvenienee 
to the drmkmg classes Government are of opmion that the present 
orders as to closmg days are sufficiently strmgent No further action is 
therefore necessary 

Recommendation No 2— Government have at present under considera- 
tion the recommendation made by the Excise Committee to the effect 
that all shops m mdustrial areas should be closed on pay days, provided 
a substantial majority of factory owners agree to fix a particular day 
for the payment of wages The Excise Advisory Committees, Poona,

I am of opinion that section 45 should be deleted Mv reasons aie 
(1) the power given thereunder is likely to be abused, particulaily in times 
of political agitation , (2) it is unner essarv, since, in case a managt-r ol an 
institution, such as is contemplated by the section wilfully ufglcds oi 
ill-treats children or young persons who are in his charge oi under Jus 
control, he can be dealt with under the penal clauses of the Bill , and 
(3) on the ground of principle, Govemmeut should not be given tlu power 
of lispacting piivate institutions ot this kind, to wludi thej give no 
financial assistance at all 

The avowed object of the inspection is to secure tfie health and wcllai(> 
of the children and sanitation ot the premises Cannot the managers 
of the institutions and those who subsciibe to then funds ho trusted to 
secure this object* In case the managers do not propcily disiliaigc 
their duties, and wilfully neglect or lU treat children or young persons 
in a maimer likely to cause injury to their health, they can bo dealt with

Before I write my views on the few points on which 1 have differed and 
before I put down a few suggestions which 1 consider ought to be m- 
corpoiated in this Bill, I wish to say that we have had a full and free 
discussion on almost all the sections of this Bill in the Select Committee 
and that the Honourable the Home Member has met with our views to a 
great extent 1 must also say that the provision made for an orphanage 
instead of a polire-station as the first place of saletv, the provision made 
for not keeping of young girls at the police-station and of then immediate 
release on bail, as also the provision made for the preservance of the 
religion ot a child or a young person, were the important provisions which 
my community had desired The addition ol the word “ wiliul ” 
wherever anv charge ot neglei t is preferred against the parents or guardian 
and of the addition ot the words “ regular and proper guardianship ’ 
and the provision giving the right of appeal to the patents and guardian 
and an addition of a provision preserving the light of parents over their 
children aie also desirable additions and I think that it the Government 
will accept a few more suggestions ol the non official membeis this Bill 
which IS bound to be ot gieat good to the people will he received bv the 
people with ^uch a good feeling that it would make Government proud 
of it 


Now, m taking up the points on which I had differed and also the 
suggestions which I wish to make, I will deal with them in the order m 
which they appeal m this Bill — 


In section 3 (</), line 66 I wish to add after the word “ place ” the words 
“ or institution ” and after the word “ occupier ”, 
Section 3 (d) « jjjgjiager or person in charge of such institu- 

tion”, the addition I wish to make is a simple one and quite apparent 


In section 7, I wish to add a new sub clause (/) and it should run 
Ssoiion 7 as under — 


“ ( f) IS found drunk or taking drug or smoking in any highway or public 
plac e or on a licensed premises or is found in the habit ot taking 
intoxicatmg liquor or drug or smoking in a manner as would inculcate 
in such young person the habit cif drink or taking of drug or 
smoking ” 

I had suggested in the select committee to incorporate this but un 
fortunately it was not accepted , I make bold to suggest this again as 
I feel that it is essential "W e are told that almost the whole of this Bill 
IS on the lines and principles of the Snglish Act and that is so, but I fail 
to see why when such provisions have been actually made in the English 
Act, they should have been omitted or left out m this Bill Can it be 
said that these habits are impervious in England and not so in this 
country Oertaiply not The sentiment of this country and its climate 
and the poverty ot the people demand the eraiiication ot these ovils much 
more and as early as possible than m any other country and I strongly 
press for the same. 
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For the very reasons stated above, 1 suggest an addition of the following 
Seobjon 10 <i) in section 10, clause 1, alter the line 12 — 

“ or causes oi incites orabetsforthe purpose of inciting young person to 
bet or to gamble or to borrow money or whoever foi his own beneht 
takes on aitnle or pawn Irom a young person whether o^ered by that 
person on his or hei own behalf or on behalf oi any other peison or 
whoever employs or allows a young person m the bar oi licensed 
premises or in premises specially hcenoed only for the sale of tobacco 
or such other drug, or whoever causes or encourages oi incites m a 
young person a habit of taking anv intoucalmg hquors or drug or 
smoking in a manner as would inculcate lu a young person the habit 
of diinking or taking drug oi smokuig, or whoever employs a child 
or a young person m a theatre m a manner likely to cause such child 
or young person, suffering or njuries to his or her health oi causes or 
allows such child or young peison to take part m a pioceeding in a 
play which would lilcelv cause or mcite in a ich child or young person 
looseness of morality or who fails to provide for such child or young 
person employed in a theatre some educational facility or proper care 
or residence separate from ill-lamed person ” 

It was suggested m the select committee that my above suggestions 
were uot acceptable because those had not been ciiculated for public 
opmion noi had they been placed befori the Government of India As 
I have said above, I lail to see why Government have omitted these 
provisions in this Bill whei they appear m the English Art and when as 
has been deilared that this Bill is on the lines of the EnglisJi Act and 
I think it was the duty of the Government to have drawn the attention 
of the public to that fact if there is at all any genuine need f oi obtaining 
public opmion and if they wish to put forward really this plsa 

Thoce who know anything of the xehgious and sentimental feehngs of 
the people of this country, T am sure will not only agree with me that the 
addition of thoae clauses is very essential and will be most u elcomed hut 
that without those clauses this Bill will not be leceived by the public in a 
mannei which would enable Government as also this legislature, to leel 
proud of it I had heard a rumour that whenovei anything was desired 
to he done for the beneht of the public, Government were willmg to do so 
provided it did not touch their revenue and specially the Excise or the 
Imperial revenue I had no belief in this rumour, hut I am sorry to say 
that I did find Government showing a great deal more concern for the 
Excise revenue and Imperial revenue than for the wellare ot the people 
when the Excise policy was being discussed Hov ever, m this case I can 
never heheve that the Government will ever tbnik of Excise revenue and 
therefore I trust Government will accept the suggestions and meet iho 
public desire As for the Government of India, sure enough when the 
Government of India can show so much magnanimity as to give away an 
annual revenue of seven crores of a poor country like that of ours for 
humanitarian object of not being paity to supplying a drug which is 
injurious to the health of Chinese people, tliev cannot reiusp to accept 
th^e suggestions but I hope they will welcome the incorporation of these 
suggestions m the Bill. 
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X suggest that after tlie word “ exceeding ” m line 10, the words 
Saotion 17 m " hundred ” be substituted lor the words “ one 
hundred ” and attei the woids “ was laid ” in line 
13 the following words should be added — 

“ and may direofc pioseiution against such mloimant under section 182 
or 211 of the Indian Penal Urde ” 

I had suggested in the select committee that m view of the fact that in 
Cities there are persons who are tempted to trouble respectable people, 
therefore some deterrent provision should he made would deter mis- 
chief makeis from rnalcmg false or trivolous statement The clause 17 
has been added with thi*- view, but I submit that in large cities unless 
drastic punishment is held out it is very difhcult to stop mischief-makers 
from attempting to do so The suggestion I have made will entiiely he 
at the disci etion of the magistrate and theiefoie no haim could be done 
without due care and attention There have been instances in Bombay 
where woll-to do persons have put up men worth nothing to trouble both 
respectable people with good means as al^o respectable people but oi poor 
means and, in t ase of the foimer, it could be presumed that such a person 
would no doubt mo\ e the court and obtain sanction for the prosecution 
but m latter case it would be impossible for the party to incur cost and 
gat the culput pumshed It is fhe latter class oL persons who ought to 
be protected and if powers were gu en to the trying magistrate to direct 
prosecution under section 182 or 211 of the Indian Penal Code the ends 
of the justice would be met It may be said that the magistrate has 
inherent powots without making any such provi'-ion to order piosecution 
but it IS a well known fact that the magistiates very very seldom exercise 
such powers and as a matter of fact there have been instances where 
magistrates have not exercised such powers and poor and respectable 
persons have not only been harassed but have been ruined under the cost 
of defending themselves m such trials, and it has been impossible for them 
to mom any cost foi prosecuting or obtaimug any compensation 

Section 27 (/) I submit that this must be deleted 
The whippmg pumshmentis nowbemgiemoved from the statutes m 
all civilized countries apd in case of juvenile offenders when Acts like the 
present one are to be enacted to prevent cruelly to children and young 
persons such a clause providing aucti a punishment, is m my humble 
opimon quite contraiy to the spirit of the Bill It is now a common 
knowledge what a great sin the whippmg pumshment meted out m 
Amntsar and Lahore had created m the country and it is high time lhat

Apart from the several anaeiidnietits 'which the BiU reiiuires m its 
details, there are thiee principles which it fails to recognise, and foi 
want of which the whole co-operative movement is not progressing as 
rapidly and vigorously as it should have done They aie (1) the 
State’s obligation to reader jSnancial aid to the movement and the co- 
operative societies, while they aie m their miant stage , (2) the mci easing 
association of popular element with the worhing of the Co-operative 
Department , and (3) the desnahihty of thiowmg open the ordinary Civil 
Tribunals in the Presidency at least once and at some s^'age to parties 
feeling themselves to be aggrieved by the decisions of the authorities 
concerned The total lack of these prmciples has great’y retaided the 
progress ol the co-operative movement m the past, and is suie to do 
so aLo m future The vvhole Bill stiongly smells of officialdom from 
stazt to imish, and if it be passed mto an Act without embodying the 
pimoiples mentioned above, it will fail to attract the vivifymg touch 
of all dismterested and intelligent endeavour for the promotion of the 
co-operative cause

1 am of opmioii that the woids “ to some piblic paipose hkdy to 
promote the objects of this Act ”, which occur m section 39(2), should 
not be omitted If there is any public purpose for which the reserve 
fund of a society may ell be spent wholly or in part, it is some pubho 
puxpose which will, or is likely to, promote the objects for which the 
Co-operative Societies Act is enacted At the same time, I realize that 
a society should have the liberty to use the fund if it chooses, for some 
purposes of local or communal mterest But I fail to see why its choice 
should be restricted to such purpose, and u hy it should not be allow ed to 
use the fund for some purpose of piovmcial mterest, as well My view, 
therefore, is that the section should be amended, not in the w ay m w hich 
the Select Committee has done, but as follow s — 

The last four hues of the section should read “ used m whole or m part 
tor some pubhc purpose hkely to promote the objects of this Act, oi foi 
some purpose of provmcial, local or communal mterest” 

As regards section 67 of the biU as amended, I am of opmion thnt it 
should be deleted altogether The prohibition embodied m the section 
IS, in my judgment, an adjuskhable interference i ith mdindual hberty 
of action The Co operative Societies Act of ISOi did not contam the 
section It was enacted for the first tune m the Act of 1912 I do not 
see the necessity for the provision, and I be’ieve a provision of that kmd 
does not obtam m the Jaws relating to co-opeiative societies m progiessive 
European countries I do not think that the use of the word '‘Co- 
operative ” or of its vernacular equivalent should be a monopoly of the 
Government 

The clause (2) of the section read along with section 60 presents a diffi- 
culty w hith I am afraid has escaped the notice of the select committee 
Section 60 mentions the acts or omissions which Would constitute offences 
under the Act It does not mclude prohibition of the use of the word 
“co-operative” as an offence under the Act Nevertheless, clause (2) of 
section 67 penahzes the use of the word “co-opetative” or “its vemaculai 
equivalent” without the sanction of Government Now, by whom is 
the penalty to be inflicted ’ Is it to be mflicted by the executive Govern- 
ment or by a magistrate, on conviction ? 1 do not thmk it can be m- 
tended that the Government should have the pow er to mfliot the penalty 
In that case, is it not necessary to amend section 60 so as to include the 
use of the word ‘ co-operative” in the categories of offences under the 
Act * 

I am, further, of opmion that every conviction under this Act should 
be appealable and provision made aocotdmgly 

I would substitute the word “knowmgly” for “wilfully” m section 60, 
clause (c)
